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Dr. Lester Discusses 
AdoBescents' ProbBems

Every Individual must pass through that stage in life which leads from dependent and 
secure childhood to mature and independent adulthood. Or. Eva Lester, psychiatrist at the Allen 
Memorial Institute, discussed adolescence and its problems of Frida/i meeting of the Psychology 
Clob. 



"The processes that talcc place 
in adolescence malcc it a vciy im- 
portant and critical period in life", 
stated Dr. Lester. The boy or girl 
goes through not only the normal 
physical growth' involved in puber- 
ty, but many psychological chan- 
ges as weU. The child is increasing- 
ly aware of the development of a 
sense of self-identity. The very 
young child finds this "ego" by its 
introjcction of and its projection 
to the mother. 

As the child turns into an ado- 
lescent, explained Dr. Lester, his 
area of identification grows larger, 
including teachers, friends and 
sehoolwork. The most fundamental 
change occurs in late adolescence, 
when the boy or giri merges these 
part IdentiflcaUons into themselves 



and discover their own personality. 
The behaviour problems encounter- 
ed occur in this transfer from 
childhood to late adolescence. 

With the beginning of adolescen- 
ce, the problems of early childhood 
reappear and new ones are produ- 
ced. The teenager develops many 
defence manoeuvres with them, 
and he may employ all or only one 
of them throughout hit period of 
mental growth. 

Experimentation 

He may use continuous experi- 
mentation with the way he acts to- 
wards people and learn through 
trial and error the answers which 
will lead to self-satisfaction. Many 
adolescents turn away from their 
parents and jobi the local high 
school group or "gang". This en- 
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ables them to be independent of 
their parents without being alone 
in the world. With the group's rea- 
dy-made identity, they do not have 
to wony as much about thehr own. 

In other' cases, the individual 
withdraws Into himself, denying 
the existence of the problem, or 
salving it by day-dreaming or ma- 

Ice-bclieving. "He lives in a world 
where", staled Dr. Lester, "he can 
manipulate everybody in his 
thoughts to suit his own wishes 
and desires." Some teenagers, ra- 
ther than withdraw into themsel- 
ves, regress to their childish ways 
— llu-owing temper tantrums, 
sleeping in certain positions, and 
taking comfort hi childhood toys. 

Many other defence manoeuvres 
arc used, indudhig aggression, dc- 
pendbig on the various degrees of 
acuteness of character and circum- 
stances in each individual. Dr. Les- 
ter pointed out that thçse mechan- 
isms are common and pass as the 
adolescent approches maturity. 
Pathological cases result only when 
any of these persist as recurrent 
symptoms which do not disappear 
with increasing age. 

Dr. Lester concluded this discus- 
sion, with a case history and sum 
med up with a statement by Anna 
Freud : "It is normal for the ado- 
lescent to behare for a certain 
amount of time in a confusing and 
bewildered manner, while be 
searches for his own identity/'

two unions over which will repre- 
sent Canadian miners and engin- 
eers in general and the Sudbury 
workers hi particular. 

"The Steel Workers," he said, 
"have used the charge that the 
Mine, Mill and Smelters' Union is 
Communist dominated to rationali* 
zc their attempts at union raiding." 
Since everything in our union is 
done by a referendum vote, I chal- 
lenge tho Steel Workers to ap- 
proach the degree of democracy in 
thch: union that there is In ours." 

Referring directly to thé Sudbury 
issue. Smith accused the Steel 
Workers of having 'liought or cor* 
rupted the officers of tho Mine, 
Mill and Smelters' Union in Sud- 
bury." 

"The workers of Sudbury, by a 
free referendum, elected those of* 
fleers supposing that they were 
ridding themselves of any Commu* 
nists, but those officers just sold 
them out to the Steel Workers. 
They dosed the meeting halls and 
held no meetings from November 
1061 to June 1902 even though the 
constitution states that a meeUng 
must be held at least once a month. 
Then, hi June of 1S62, they froze 
the bank account and walked out 
over to the Steel Workers." 

Smith then critidzed the ro* 
le of the Ontario Labour Relations 
Board "who proceeded to certify 
the Stedi^ Workers in the subso* 
qucnt elections among the workers 
of Sudbury, even though there had 
been many violations at this dec* 
tion. He further claimed, that "gl* 
vcn a chance right now, the work- 
ers of Sudbury would vole for the 
Mine. Mill, and Smelter Workers' 
Union."

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Redmen Take Thriller 15-13

Thomas J. Skypeck, D.D.S. 4, 
hat indelibly etched his name 
into the annals of McGill and 
Canadian Intercollegiate Foot- 
ball. On Saturday afternoon 
In Kingston, Skypeck brought his 
magnificent. McGill gridiron ca- 
reer to a close by lifting the Red- 
men to a stunning 15-13 last- 
minute victory over the flabber- 
gasted Queen's Golden Gaels. 

The finish, which came with 
mongoose quickness, was in the 
grand old tradition of Frank Met- 
riwcU and the Rover Boys. For a 
brief one minute and fifteen sec- 
ond span in the final three minutes 
of the game, the Rcdmcn were 
able to snap the ties that bad 
previously bound them and score 
the winning touchdown. 

The way in which the game fin- 
ished proved the experts to have 
been correct all along. The word 
Skypeck has been synonomous with 
the forward pass from time go. 
Before this weekend's showdovn, 
it was agreed in all quarters that 
the Red and White would have to 
look to Skypeck's passbig ability 
to carry them over the bumpy road 
to another Yates Cup victory. 

Hopeleu Rut 

That's the way it worked out. 
Stuck in what seemed to be a 
hopeless rut on their own sbc 
yard line with 2:16 remaining In 
the game, the Big 'Red Team 
marched 104 yards on five straight 
pass completions to score the win- 
ning touchdown. The major came 
with 59 seconds to play showing on 
the scoreboard clock. Here's the 
way it happened. 

From the McGill six, Skypeck 
connected with Lambert to move 
' the ball to the 11. On second down, 
Eric Walter shook loose and darted 
up the sideline to the McGill 43. 
Things were beginning to : get in- 
teresting. 

On the next play, Skypeck found 
Lambert once again and moved to 
the Redmen 48. Once agahi, on 
second down with five yards to 
go, Skypeck teamed up witii league 
scoring champion Eric Walter. 
Waller ran his pattern to the left 
side and Skypeck bombed In a 
perfect pass which carried the 
Redmen to the Queen's 25. The 
Redmen cheering section went 



stark raving mad and the Gaels' 
supporters sat there, disbelieving. 

Then came the coup de grâce : 
Willie Lambert scoring the big 
touciidown. Lambert flanked out 
to the right. On the snap of the 
ball he took off toward the goal 
line. He was covered by two of 
Queen's stellar defenders, Pete 
Quinn and Kent Plumley. Lambert 
stopped on about the ten, put the 
two Qucensmen off guard and shot 
into the endzonc. 

"When he peered over his right 
shoulder, there was that big beaU' 
tiful pigskin floating down into 
his hands. Lambert latched on to 
the ball and it was all over. George 
Telesh's convert, a trifle antl-cli< 
mactlc, was true. Words to describe 
the demonstration by the McGill 
fans and by everyone down on the 
McGill bench have not yet been 
invented. 

Bad Start 

The game started off on a sour 
note for the Redmen. They receiv 
ed the kickoff and ran It back to 
the 34. .From there, Skypeck ran 
two plays in sequence.; that is he 
started the second play without 
going back into the huddle. The 
strategy backfired when Quinn in 
tercepted the second down pass, 
putting the Gaels into good posi 
tion on McGiU's 39. 

The Gaels moved the ball to 
the Redmen 4 but an undeniable 
power defence forced Cal Connor 
to fumble. Gavin Wyllie pulled the 
Redmen out of the soup by recov 
ering and moving the ball up to 
the 22. 

The teams rocked and socked 
back and fourth until Ian Monteith 
crashed out for a thrilling 58 yard 
nm bringhig the ball to. Queen's 
17. The Redmen coudn't get ano- 
ther first down however and they 
were forced to go for the field 
goal. Once again, George Telesh 
was up to the task and he notched 
ifcGill'a first points with a 27 
yard boot at the 50 second mark 
of the second quarter. 

The Gaels came within a whis- 
ker of tying it up a few minutes

At 13::S1, the Gaels scored their 
initial touchdciwn and started to 
indicate things to come. Jim Young 
counted on a slant off tackle from 
the McGill 13, capping a six play 
drive that had originated on the 
Redmen 52. The convert was block- 
ed and the score remained 6-5. 

Host of the third quarter was a 
defensive battle of magnum pro- 
portions. The Gaels line was im- 
pregnable as they stopped the 
Rcdmcn twice wltli less than a 
yard to go for a first down. The 
McGill squad was equally up to 
the task and Queen's found the 
going Just as tough. 

The Redmen were finally able 
to put a bit of a drive together 
and they marched from Queen's 
35 to the ten before they were 
stopped and forced to try another 
field goaL Telesh' made no mistake 
from the 17 and the Redmen went 
out In front 8-6 at 11:50. 

The lead wasn't comfortable by 
any stretch of the imagination.

These are simply obvious exam- 
ples of a well-known and wide- 
spread practice. 

I don't pretend to analyze 
their characteristics from the 
psychological point of view : the 
point is that a great deal of- 
social communication and busi- 
ness communication at McGill 
and everywhere else is. preserv-

ed by the irrationality which re- 
sults from twisting the truth in 
order to build an image. 

How can th}s phenomenon be 
remedied? Thç sociologist, tho 
psychologist and the psychiatrist 
are familiar with the tremend- 
ous difficulties In trying to anal- 
ize what is, in fact, a problem 
of the human mind. But surely 
common sense dictates a few 
rules which would help : firstly, 
a willingness to hear the other 
party out is essential. It is un- 
canny how few students are will- 
ing, to change their own views 
when a logical argument Is pre- 
sented to them, because bowing 
down mean losing part of an 
image. This is particularly true 
of the opinionated, conservative, 
anti-Semitic hardrocks who exist 
in great quantities at /McGIII. 
Secondly, an effort to be frank 
and a willingness to communi- 



cate with persons who aren't 
from the same side of the tracks 
is necessary. In fact, a carefully- 
built image can dissolve In min- 
utes when confronted with a 
frank discussion about that very 
image. 'Hiirdiy, if more students 
would attempt to shoulder re- 
sponsibilities instead of simply 
devoting all their time to social 
life (in the trite sense), they 
would perhaps realize the shal- 
lowness of the protection which 
an Image provides. 

It may be said that these 
suggestions don't go to the. real, 
roots of the problem, and this 
is of course true. But if we could 
glorify the above 'approaches to 
interpersonal relationships by 
means of the mass media, or by 
having persons in public Ufa 
adopt these attitudes, then per- 
haps there might be change. But 
this would mean building more 
images, wouldn'tîltTiS
